The New Oxford Picture Dictionary contextualizes vocabulary 
whenever possible, thus making the language learner's task a bit 
easier. Verbs have been included on separate pages, but within a 
topic area where they are most likely to occur. However, this does 
not imply that these verbs only appear within these contexts. 


For obvious reasons, the number of words per page has been 
limited. In addition, attempts have been made to place the numbers 
on the art consecutively, either from left to right, or, on many 
contextualized pages, in a circular, clockwise order. 


A complete index with pronunciation guide has been included in 
the Appendix. For further ideas on using The New Oxford Picture 
Dictionary, see the Teacher's Guide and the two workbooks: 
Beginner's and Intermediate levels.

(2) Where stress is marked, two levels are distinguished: 
a bold accent | / | is placed after each syllable with primary stress, 
a light accent | / | is placed after each syllable with secondary stress.
